WOMAN BROKERAGE CLERK, 
OVERWORKED, FALLS TO DEATH 


Thought to Have Leaped From 
Roof of 34-Story New York 
Building. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Thought 
to have been broken in health by 
overwork resulting from the stock 
market crash, Mrs. Hulda Browa- 
ski, 51 years old, chief filing clerk 
in a brokerage house, today either 
leaped or fell from the Equitable 
Building in the Wall street dis- 
trict. 

Although both relatives and Su- 
tro & Co the brokerage house 
where she had worked for 34 years, 
declined to give out any informa- 
ttion, it was learned that she had 
been working night and day for 
@ week or more and last night was 
near collapse. 

This morning she told other. em- 
ployes she was feeling faint and 
was going to the rest room on the 
fifteenth floor for air, A few min- 
utes later her body struck the 
crowded sidewalk. Although at 
first it was thought she had fallen 
from the rest room, a police in- 
vestigation led them to the opinion 
that she had fallen from the roof 
of the 37-story buildin 


NATIONAL CITY BANK*S PLAN 
FOR MERGER MAY BE TIED UP 


Not Enough Proxies Apparently 
Obtained to Authorize Corn 
Exchange Deal. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Charles 
E. Mitchell, chairman of the Na- 
tional City Bank, announced this 
afternoon that the tally of proxies 
received for the stockholders meet- 
ing called to authorize the pro- 
posed merger with the Corn Ex- 
change Bank Trust Co., indicated 
that the total would fall short of 
the required two-thirds necessary 
to take action. 

The merger would create an or- 
ganization with total resources 
of approximately $2,300.000,000, 
equalling. if not surpassing the to- 
tal resources of the Midland Bank 
of London, now the world’s largest 
bank. Corn Exchange stockholders 
have approved the merger, but sev- 
eral large City Bank stockholders 
are said to oppose it, for the pres- 
ent at least, owing to the.unsettle- 
ment in the market for bank 
stocks. 

One difficulty lies in the fact 
that the- proposed plan contem- 
plated the purchase at $360 a share 
of any Corn Exchange stock not 
exchanged for National City stock. 
Corn Exchange stock, however, 
has declined since the plan was ar- 
ranged a month ago from about 
$400 to around $200 a share.

Father-in-law’s Office 
When Shooting Occurred 


By the Associated Press. 

WEATHERFORD, Tex., Nov. 7. 
—R. H. Hamilton, former member 
of the State Supreme Court Com- 
mission of Appeals, was acquitted 
last night of the murder of his 
son-in-law, Tom Walton Jr., the 
bridegroom in a secret marriage, 
whom he shot and killed at Ama- 
rillo last May. Hamilton pleaded 
self defense. 

The jury, after listening to seven 
days of testimony and eight hours 
of argument, required only one hour 
and 46 minutes to acquit. Four jur- 
ors voted for conviction on the first 


ballot and one on the second. The 
verdict came on the third poll of 


the. jury. The defendant was asleep 
in his hotel room when the verdict 
was read. He dressed quickly, how- 
ever, when informed of his acquit- 
tal and came to the lobby to meet 
his friends. Theresa, his 18-year- 


old daughter, whose secret mar- 
riage to Walton while the two at- 
tended the.University of Texas, led 
to the. shooting, threw her arms 
around his neck. 

‘“‘My conscience was clear,” 
ilton said to a reporter.. 


Contention of State, 

The State sought to show that 
Hamilton, knowing or suspecting 
his daughter had married Walton, 
whose home was in Amarillo, de- 
liberately shot the young man when 
Walton came to his office to make 
a clean breast of the affair. 

The defense pictured Hamilton as 
a kindly father, aware of Walton’s 
intentions toward his daughter and 
willing to bless the pair, once he 
was satisfied of Walton’s desirabil- 
ity. 

Defense testimony painted the 
young bridegroom in a_ sinister 
light. However, several witnesses 
testifying that Walton had uttered 
threats against Hamilton, who, he 
felt, disapproved of him and hin- 
dered him in his efforts to see 
Theresa. One witness testified that 
Walton boasted that he was a mem- 
ber of the Chicago gang of Al 
“Scarface” Capone and said that he 
was “more deadly than a rattle- 
snake.” Several witnesses testi- 
fied they had heard Walton threat- 
en to kill Hamilton. 

Hamilton . testified that these 
threats had come to him through 
others and that he had prepared 
to defend himself. The defendant 
did not admit shooting Walton, but 
said that they had engaged in a 
mortal combat for a gun Hamilton 
held. Walton was shot four times 
and died.on the floor of Hamilton’s 
office. 

Student Pair 

Tom Walton married Hamilton's 
daughter, Theresa, then 17, while 
tney were students in the Univer. 
sity of Texas. ; 

When Walton was killed he and 
Theresa had been married nearly 
two months. They eloped from 
Austin, went to Georgetown, a 
county seat nearby, got a marriage 
Hceense and were married by an 
Austia Justice of the Peace on 
Feb. 10. 

Immediately after the shooting 
Hamilton denied he knew they 
were married. At a habeas corups 
hearing. he was released on $20,- 
000 bond.. 

The trial brought here on a 
change of venue, opened Oct. 28 
and a jury was selected by the next 
evening. There followed a story 
of events before and during the 
shooting. Two persona, beside the 
defendant, testified as eye wit- 
nesses. Theresa Hamilton did not 
testify. 

Hamilton formerly was an Ap- 
peliate Judge on the Texas Su- 
preme Court bench, Assistant At- 
torney-‘ enera!l of Texas, professor 
ef political atience at Baylor Uni- 
versity and later president of 
Howard Payne College.

Yesterday plans were made to 
take the child to Philadelphia for 
a third operation. He began 
coughing violently. His nurse! 
picked him up by the heels and 
slapped him hard on the back. The 
scréw dropped from the boy's 
mouth.

A foreclosure suit against the 
Coliseum property, Washington 
boulevard and Jefferson avenue, 
was filed today by the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank and Trust Co,, as 
trustee for holders of notes 
amounting to about $200,000. 

Appointment of a temporary.re- 
ceiver to administer the Coliseum 
property is also asked in the suit. 
Circuit Judge Landwehr made an 
order directing the New Coliseum 
Co., John H. Holliday, trustee for 
bondholders, and City Collector 
Koeln, to appear in court next 
Wednesday. The Collector is named 
as a party because of unpaid tax 
obligations. 

The petition filed by the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Co. states that 
the New Colibkeum Co., March 21, 
1925, issued notes to the amount of 
$240,000, payable to the former 
owners, the St. Louis Coliseum Co., 
and payable at the Mercantile 
Trust Co. The Mercantile, as 
trustee, held a mortgage on the 
real estate, furniture and fixtures. 

Payments of the notes were to 
be made at fixed intervals, the 
petition states. The first note, for 
$40,000, was paid when due, May 
1, 1926, but it is alleged that sub- 
sequent notes were extended, and 
have not been paid. The suit is 
based on default of a note for 
$1250 due one week ago, and not 
paid. 

The court is asked to declare the 
remaining notes due and payable. 
The latest of these expires next 
Lyear. It is asked that the indenture 
be declared a valid lien, and that 
the property be sold, to satisfy the 
notes.

‘DEPUTY MARSHAL KILLED 


BY TOLEDO LIQUOR RUNNERS 


Patally Wounded When Truck He 
Is Pursuing Suddenly Blocks

TOLEDO, Nov. 7.—Ralph Zahnle, 


33 years. old, Deputy United States 
/ Marshal of Toledo, died in a hospi- 
tal here early today of - bullet 
wounds suffered when fired upon 
by a gang of liquo, runners. 

Zahnie and another Deputy Mar- 
shal, E. H. Genzler, were trailing a 
truck into Toledo which they sus- 
pected of being loaded with liquor. 
The truck apparently was guarded 
by men following in an automobile. 
The guards, secing they were being 
followed, suddenly turned their ma- 
chine to biock the road and the of- 
ficers’ car collided with it. Imme- 
diately four men in the car began 
..ooting at the officers. The Mar- 
shals did not have a chance to fire. 
Zahnie was shot in the héad and 
shoulders. Genzler was not hurt. 
He ‘took the wounded officer to a 
hospital, 

Police later found the car from 
which the shots had been fired, 
Two rspeating rifles and ammuni- 
tion were in it. The truck and the 
men had disappeared.

Three Recognize Horace 
Wheeler, One of 15 De- 
fendants, as Man Who 


Shot Mrs. Ella Wiggins.

GASTONIA, N. C., Nov. 7.-—The 
grand jury which, two weeks ago, 
refused to indict any of nine men 
held by’ the Coroner in connection 
with the killing of Mrs. Ella May 
Wiggins, today was ordered into 
court so that a witness in Judge 
McElroy’s inquiry might try to 
identify a juror whom, he thought, 
he saw in the mob. 

The subpenaes for attendance of 
the jury tomorrow morning were 
issued after Charles Shope was re- 
called and testified that when in 
the grand jury room he was asked 
what the men in the mob looked 
Wke and that he told the man, 
“You look something like one of 
them,” referring to men in cars 
following the truck from Gastonia. 

He said he told Deputy Sheriff 
Wiggins, who worked up much of 
the evidence given in the hearing, 
about the incident. 

Pressed for his reason for not 
having told this when he testified 
yesterday, Shope said he was not 
certain of the identity of the man 
and did not want to testify to any- 
thing wrong. 

“ry told Deputy Wiggins,” he 
said, “that I believed there was 
@ man in the grand jury room who 
looked like a man who was in a car 
following the truck.” 

This happened immediately aft- 
er he had appeared before the 

grand jury, he said. 

Anothér witness this morning, 
Willard Sellars, Bessemer City tex- 
tile worker, testified he saw a man 
who was standing on the highway 
fire a shotgun toward the truck 
in which Mrs. Wiggins was killed 
during the anti-Communist mob 
demonstration on Sept. 14. 

Sellars was unable to identify 
the man or any others he said were 
firing in a nearby field at mem 
bers of the National Textile Work- 
ers’ Union who were fleeing away 
from thetruck. These union mem- 
bers had been turned back at Gas- 
tonia by a mob which kept them 
from attending a Communist meet- 
ing in South Gastonia. 

Sixteen men are under arrest in 
connection with the shooting and 
one of these, Horace Wheeler, 
Loray textile mill worker, has been 
accused by three witnesses of fir- 
ing the shot ti:at killed the wom- 
an. 

From cross-examination the de- 
fense apparently is attempting to 
establish the possibility that Mrs. 
Wiggins was killed by a shot fired 
at the mob from the seat of the 
truck. Defense attorneys asked 
witnesses if they did not know 
there was a bullet hole through a 
Vision glass between the truck 
driver and the truck body.

“From these figures,” he asked, 
“can anyone now say that these 
companies or this industry general - 
ly is languishing, and is in need, 
fairly and honestly in need of a 
still higher protective tariff? 

“Indeed, with these great prof- 
its, it ill becomes the leaders of 
these great industries to attempt 
to defeat a provision in the tarift 
bill which would give a small de- 
gree of protection and stimulus t> 
the manganese industry of our 
country.” 

Propriety of Disclosure Discussed. 

Before disclosing the enormous 
profits of the steel companies, As- 
hurst asked whether he would bs 
guilty of any crime or impropriety 
by making public the income tax 
returns. Chairman Smoot of the 
Senate Finance Committee intl- 
mated that it was an open ques- 
tion whether or not the disclosure 
would be illegal and stated that he 
personally would not use specific 
names and exact figures, but. wouli 
be content to say that certain in- 
dustries had been prosperous or 
had lost money. . 
Senator Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, ranking minority member of 
the committee, po‘nted out that if 
that were the only use to which 
the Treasury income tax figures 
could be put they would be worth- 
less for legislative purposes, 
Senators Walsh ¢f Massachusetts 
and George of Georgia, regarded as 
among the ablest lawyers in ths 
Senate, assured Ashurst that he 
would be guilty of no illegal act 
in making known the exact names 
and specific returns of the variou: 
companies. 

Losses Not Made Public. 

At the suggestion of Senator 
Phipps. (Rep.), Colorado, Ashurst 
agreed not to make public™ the 
names of firms which had suffered 
losses. Phipps, obviously referring 
to the recent stock market crashes, 
stated that disclosures regarding 
losses might have disastrous con- 
sequences. 

Ashurst’s action today undoubt- 
edly will induce other Senators to 
use the Federal income tax fig- 
ures. Every Senator has received 
copies of two large volumes con- 
taining summaries of tax returns 
of hundreds of the largest manu- 
facturers and importers in the 
country. The books were prepared 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
in response to a Senate resolution 
sponsored by Senator Simmons. 

Until made public documents by 
use on the Senate floor, the re- 
porte are confidential and cannot 
be published. It is known, how- 
ever, that they disclose profits in 
other industries comparable in per- 
centage, if not in volume, to those 
of the stee] industry. . 

Hoover’s Influence Denied. 
During Ashurst's discussion . on

per cent of metallic content ‘vas 
no higher than was justified.’ 

Also favoring a duty, Senator 
Phipps (Rep.), Colorado, gave no- 
tice he would oppose ahi attempts 
to put manganese on the free list. 

“It would be a great mistake,” 
he said, “and I am of the firm be- 
lief that additional protection 
should’ be accorded and that the 
present rate of one cent should be 
increased to one and a half.” 

Also urging a duty, Senator Brat- 
ton (Dem.), New Mexico, said as 
a result of the new magnetic con- 
centration process, ore containing 
less than 30 per cent metallic man- 
ganese could be processed profit- 
ably.

The President also said it was 
fitting that on this day the nation 
should recall its obligations to the 
dead to apply itself to measures to

tations of humanity” as in the 
World War. 

The text of the 
proclamation follows: 

“By the President of the United 
States. 

“A proclamation 

“Whereas, the eleventh of No- 
vember, 1918, marks the cessation 
of the most destructive, sanguin- 
ary, and far-reaching war _ § in 
human annals; and, 

“Whereas, it is fitting that the 
recurring anniversary of this day 
should be commemorated by exer- 
cises which shall recall the high 
purposes for which this nation 
entered the Worid War, the devo- 
tion and sacrifices of those who 
gave service to our country in its 
peril, and the memory of those 
who died to bring peace, and which 
likewise shall] recall the nation’s 
obligation to those dead that we 
shall apply ourselves to measures 
which shall contribute to prevent 
repetition of sych devastations of 
humanity; and, 

“Whereas, by concurrent resolu- 
tion of the Senate and the House 
of Representatives, in 1926; the 
President was requested to issue a 
proclamation for the observance of 
Armistice day; 

“Now, therefore, I, Herbert 
Hoover, President of the United 
States. of America, in pursuance of 
the said concurrent resolution, do 
hereby order that the flag of the 
United States be displayed on all 
Government buildings on Nov. 11, 
1929, and do invite the people of 
the United States to observe the 
day In schools and churches, and 
other suitable places, with ap- 
propriate ceremonies, giving ex- 
pression to our gratitude for peace 
and the hope and desire that our 
friendly relations with other 
peoples may continue.”

| which keeps a plane flying straight 


and true to its course with no at- 
tention from the flyer at the con- 
trols. : : 

It consists of two gyroscopes, one 
vertical and one horizontal, which 
maintain a constant position and by 
automatic electrical contacts bring 
the airship back to level] and point 
it again on its course when. dis- 
turbed by the wind, passing gusts 
or downward air currents. 

The device fits into a box, small 
enough to be placed under the pi- 
lot’s seat, and weighs about 50 
pounds. The electrical power 
necessary. for its operation is de- 
rived from a wind-driven generator. 


The new Robot was tested yes-/ 


terday in a tri-motored Ford plane 
flying from Cleveland to this city. 
Once in the air the gyroscopes were 
put into operation and the manipu- 
lation of the plane received no more 
attention until, within 30 miles of 
Bolling Field here, the propeller 
operating the generator failed, and 
Lieut. Albert F. Hegenberger, re- 
membered as the partner of Lieut. 
Lester J. Maitland in their flight 


from California to the, Hawaiian 
Islands, took the. controls. 

It was ‘pointed out’that the de- 
vice is meant to control a plane 
only in level straight flight, and 
that when:turns or Jandings are 
made the human pilot must replace 
the mechanical one, Its value was 
explained as lying In night flying 
and operation through fog. and in 


‘decreasing the strain and tension 


on. the pilot. : 

The Robot is the Invention of 
Elmer A. Sperry, an experimenter 
in gyroscopic devices. Lieut. He- 
genberger is in charge of the pres- 
ent Army experiments. 

The automatic pilot, it is said, is 
sensitive to a movement of one-half 
of one degree of a plane about its 


‘axis, which is considerable more 


sensitive than the average human 
pilot. For this reason its action op- 
erates the plane more smoothly. 

The gyroscopic pilot has been un- 
der development by the Sperry 
company for 18 years. With asim- 
ilar device, Lawrence Sperry, son 
of the inventor, who lost his life in 
the English Channel, won a “safety 
in flight” competition in Francé in 
1914. 

Twenty-five of the automatic 
pilots are to be built in the Sperry 
factory for installation on Army 
planes.

York City, served his first term of 
imprisonment, in. 1890 when sent 
to the Catholic Protectory for for- 
gery. He served three years there, 
during which time he became an 
expert stenographr. In 1907 he 
was in Sing Sing for forgery. serv- 
ing two years. He was back again 
in 1911 for four years. 

While he was serving this term 
Osborne came to the prison as War- 
den. He made Donovan, as he was 
-best known, his secretary and on 
the expiration of his sentence re- 
tained him in that capacity, 

it was on Donovan's advice, 

against that of older friends, that 
Osborne resigned from Sing Sing to 
stump the Btate against Gov. Whit- 
} man. 
Not Jong thereafter, Donovan 
went to Baltimore, where he got 
one of the former Warden’s class- 
mates to cash a check for $6000 
purporting to bear Osborne's signa- 
ture. A week later when he was 
arrested at a race track he had 
lost all of it but a few dollars, Os- 
borne made good thé check. 

The police again arrested Dono- 
van in 1918, when he was sent to 
Blackwell's Island. Again the 
charge was forgery. In 1921 he re- 
turned to Sing Sing, this time for

SPRINGFIELD, MO., POLICE CHIEF 
INDICTED FOR DAY PLOT 


Accused by U. 8S. Jury of Conspiracy 
and the Transportation of 
Alcohol,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 7.— 
An indictment charging C. C. Pike, 
Chief of Police of Springfield, Mo., 
with conspiracy with an alleged 
bootlegger to violate the prohibition 
law and with transportation of 13 
galions of alcohol, was returned 
here today in Federal District 
Court. 

Chief Pike already is under in- 
| dictment for alleged conspiracy, the 
;action being taken some time ago 
| by a Federal grand jury in Spring- 
| field. 
| In the first count of today’s in- 
_dictment Pike is accused of con- 
spiring with John Yancey, now 
serving a sentence in the Federal 
penitentiary at Leavenworth for 
bootlegging. - Yancey, it is alleged 
paid the chief $50 a month for 
several months in 1928 for protec- 
tion. It also is alleged that Chief 
Pike telephoned Yancey, previous 
to a raid on the latter's place, and 
told the bootlegger that a raid was 
being planned and that it would 
be well if the officers found a lit- 
tle alcohol. This plan was carried 
out, it was asserted, tn order to 
divert suspicion that any protection 
was being furnished. 

The transportation charge alleges 
that Chief Pike transported 13 
galions of alcohol in his own auto- 
mobije about the streets of Spring- 
field on the night of Sept. 16, 1928.

Bread and Meat Sold at Cost—-Workers Give DATING FROM 1851 


Train Leads of Steel and Grain to 
_ Government. 


By the Associated Press, 
MOSCOW, * Nov. 


Russia today observed in tradition- 


anniversary of the 1917 upheaval 
which ushered Bolshevism into the 
world and destroyed the ancient 
Russian Government. 

To bring the event closer to the 
hearts, if not to the stomachs of 
the people, the Government gave 
bread and meat at cost to every 
member of the population holding 
bread cards. 

With the aid of millions of yards 
of red bunting, huge flaming pla- 
cards, symbolical wooden Floats, 
numerous speakers’ stands and 
large portraits of Lenine, Marx and 
Stalin, historic Red Square was 
transformed into a mighty theatri- 
cal steZe for the passing of a 12- 
mile military and civilian parade 
led by the commander of the Mos- 
cow garrison. 

Anti-Religious Placard. 

Favored by perfect weather, this 
singing, shouting mass of human- 
ity, carrying banners, flaming flags 
and chanting the Internationa) 
marched through the Gates of Res- 
urrection where formerly stood the 
famous chapel of the Siberian Vir- 
gin. Over the portals of the Gates 
today appeared a gigantic red anti- 
religious placard reading: “‘Down 
with the deceit of Popes! Give us 
books instead of religion!” . 

Over the slender steeples and 
towers of the Kremlin fluttered 
huge red flags which, illuminated 
by @ brilliant noonday sun, had the 
appearance of great flaming sheets 
of fire. Within the shadow of 
Lenine’s now empty wooden tomb 
an enormous red banner was flung 
to the wind reading: “Proletarians 
of the world! Stand under the ban- 
ner of the Communist Internation- 
al! Forward to new battles and to 
new victories!” 

The drone of scores of Red Army 
airplanes overhead mingled with 
the strains of military bands. The 
rumbling of dozens of military 
tanks and the staccato steps of 
marching soldiers imparted a dis- 
tinctive martial touch to the scene. 

Gifts to the Government. 

Allegorical floats satirizing cap- 
italism and imperialism and glori- 
fying the triumph of Communism 
and labor were a distinctive part 
of the procession which required 
eight hours to pass.

Throughout the day all shops, 
factories and government bureaus 
were closed, street traffic was sus- 
pended and everybody had a holi- 
day. Tonight all big cities through- 
out the Soviet Union will be ablaze 
with electric lights and fireworks. 
Special revolutionary perform- 
ances will be given in the thearers, 
cinemas and clubs without admis- 
sion fee.

Ohio, Tuesday, voted to wipe out 
its uniform tax code, written into 
the Constitution in 1851, and which 
had in the past resisted nine at- 
tempts on the part of voters to 
amend it. 


Ohio’s tax laws in the past have 
been written by the Legislature 
under a provision of the State 
Constitution, requiring all _prop- 
erty to be taxed at a uniform rate. 
By adopting the new amendment, 
Ohio voters gave the General As- 
sembly the authority to pass any 
kind of tax laws it desires, and to 
classify property at different rates. 

Under the old uniform rule, 
there was a 15-mill limit beyond 
which the Legislature could not 
levy without a vote of the people. 
Under the new amendment it is 
possible for the Legislature to levy 
in excess of 15 mills if necessity 
demands. 


Arguments for Change. 
Advocates 
say that certain classes of prop- 
erty should be taxed at a higher 
rate than others; that the uniform 
rule worked a hardship on prop- 
erty with low valuation and per- 
mitted property owners whose as- 
sets were more valuable to escape 
a high rate of taxation. Certain 
valuabie intangibles that have es- 
caped because of the inability of 
the taxing authorities to reach 
them will be assessed at their true 
value, backers of the new plan de- 
clare. 


Opponents of classification con- 
tend that the new amendment will 
permit the Legislature to levy a 
greater tax upon real estate, which 
is now carrying the major part 
of the tax burden. Supporters of | 
the old uniform rule argue that 
the. Legislature can exempt more 
intangibles, under the amendment, 
than are escaping now. 


Opposition in Rural Section. 


Organized opposition to the tax 
amendment came from the rural 
districts, and proponents of the 
measure used political strategy in 
getting it on the ballot in an off 
year when only municipalities were 
electing their officials. The tax 
amendment was the only _ state- 
wide issue voted upon and the vote’ 
in the rural’ districts was excep- 
tionally light. 

Pressure will be brought to bear 
upon Gov. Cooper to call a 
session of the General Assembly 
to revise the tax code, but it is 
probable his more conservative ad. 
visers will suggest that since no 
issue was made of the- matter at 
the last election of Representa-

825 COMMUNISTS ACCUSED 
OF PLOTS AGAINST JAPAN 


This Number Arrested Since March, 
1928, It Is Shown With Lifting 
of Censorship. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Noy. 7.—Examination of, 
communists arrested since the 
roundup: of March, 1928, having 
been compieted by the preliminary 
court, the bar on publicity was lift- 
ed today. It was officially stated. 
that’ 825 communists ‘have béen 
formally charged. with plotting. 
These include 483 arrested in the 
first. raid, 295 on April 16, 1929, 
amd 47 between these dates. 

The raid in April took place aft- 
er it had been ascertained that 20 
trained communists from a special 
school in Moscow had secretly re- 
turned to Japan and were engaged 
in reorganizing communist activity. 

Although it is thought that all 
the ringleaders were arrested, ju- 
dicial authorities think’ it possible 
that sporadic attempts will be 
made to reorganize the movement. 
A rigid watch is being kept and 
the Home Minister has warned the 
nation to be on guard against 
spread of subversive documents. 

The press bar also was lifted: 
from the alleged Korean commu- 
nist intrigue unearthed last year. 
Information published today indi- 
cated that a group of radicals had 
been plotting since Nov., 1928, to 
overthrow the existing regime in 
Korea, ‘Préliminary investigations

- The place the Governor’s administration will occupy 
in the history of Missouri will depend upon the su¢ 
cess ofthis survey program for the rebuilding of the 
mediocre schoo} system; for reformation of the 
medieval’ prison system with its physical tortures, 
resulting trom inadequate housing: for the moderniz 
ing of its eleemosynary institutions; which now are 
little more than institutions of restraint; and for re 
habilitation of the State University, providing for its 
building tieeds and correction of the present system 
which biennially forces its president and curators to 
stand as mendicants, cups in hand, at the Capitol 

The Post-Dispatch on‘’a number of occasions has 
felicitated the State on the courage and singleness 
of purpose for the public welfare shown by Gov. 
Caulfield, and it is not questioning that courage or 
purpose when it points out that if Missouri is to 
take the place among the states to which her wealth 
entitles her, and in which her progressive citizens 
would have her, the Governor must add to his other 
virtues the quality of aggressive leadership. 

This is a trait the State has yet to find in the 
Governor. {fn this day, particularly, it is not enough 
that a Governor be sincere, honest and courageous. 
If the Caulfield administration ig to live in the 
minds of the people in the years to come there must 
be an outstanding accomplishment, something more 
than courageous handling of routine problems. 

It perhaps is not strange that the Governer, whose 
active life has been that of a conservative: lawyer, 
should have acquired a somewhat strict view of the 
constitutional provision for three separate and dis- 
tinct branches of the State Government, and that 
he should be disposed to maintain‘a “hands-off” 
policy in reference to legislation; but with the sub- 
mission of the Survey Commission's report the time 
will have come when, if he would serve the State to 
his fullest capacity, he must abandon that attitude 
and by determined leadership overcome the petty 
legislative politicians. 

It is to be regretted that there appears to be no 
other logical course than to submit this report to a 
State Senate controlled by Caseys and Bufords, and 
to a House of Representatives dominated by Speaker 
Jones Parker and a coterie of small politicians. But 
that is the situation the Governor faces, and it calls 
for even more aggressive ironhandednegs than would 
be necessary if the Legislature could be counted upon 
to view public needs from the standpoint of the pub- 
lic welfare. 

No other course is open. There will be no new 
Legislature for more than 4 year, and it does not 
seem possible under the Constitution for him to call 
a special election for submission of recommendations 
directly. to the voters under the initiative. The only 
way, apparently, is for the Governor to convene the 
present Legislature in extraordinary session early in 
January, and by a type of leadership which undoubt- 
edly would find favor with the people, to get action. 

Public opinion will approve the effort to carry 
this program into effect. There will be narrow- 
visioned individuals, in and out of the Legislature, 
who will oppose it and who will wail, loud and long, 
about the expense; but the voters of Missouri never 
have hesitated to vote funds required for real pro- 
gressive State activities. They vsted two road bond 
issues, one for $60,000,000 and one for $75,000,000; 
they voted the soldiers’ bonus und tne penstun for 
the blind. It may be expected that they will approve 
legislative action for whatever stn of money is 
needed to do those things which the Survey Commis- 
sion recommends. 

The late Gov. Hadley, when a candidate in 1908, 
said of a “low taxes” campaign slogan of the Demo 
crats: “That sort of campaign will get nowhere. 
The people of Missouri are a progressive people, 
willing to pay the cost of progressive government. 
If they believe the purpose is good, they will provide 
the money cheerfully.” 

The Survey Commission has pursued a wise policy 
in postponing until the last a consideration of the 
means by which the needed money is to be obtained. 
Its first purpose has been to conduct an exhaustive 
survey to determine these needs, and with the com- 
pletion of that work next week it will be ready to 
take up the question of how to do it. . ; 

If $15,000,000 is meeded for the eleemosynary in- 
stitutions, $10,000,000 for the State University, $5,- 
000,000 for the penal institutions, and from $5,000,000 
to $8,000,000 annually for the common schools, Mis-

In advance of a definite report from the commis- 
sion, it is impossible to express an opinion on the 
detailed plans; but it can be said that the commis- 
sioners who made the survey were eminently qual- 
ified for the work committed to them by the” Gov:

Great Britain is in desperate need of markets for 


her products. What could be more logical than that 
the-British should cultivate: this powerful customer? 
The British have always been like that. It is their 
quickness to seize opportunities that is responsible 
for the Empire. Im the present instance, an accord 
with Russia is vital because Russian purchasers have 
already shown a fondness for the American market, 
and Great Britain hopes to lire them away before 
it is too late. 

In 1927 the United States exported goods valued 
at $64,000,000 to Rassia. We did in that year more 
than twice as much business with Russia as we did 
in the average year before the war. Great Britain’s 
exports to Russia, on the other hand, have diminished 
since’1924, when tions were broken off. British 
exports of $62,000,000 in 1925-1926 dwindled to $48,- 
000,000 in 1926-1927, and to $23,000,000 in 1927-1928. 
In the meantime, English Imports from Russia in- 
creased, resulting in a trade balance markedly un- 
favorable to Great Britain. 

These figures illustrate forcibly why one of the 
first acts of Ramsay MacDonald’s Government was 
to negotiate with the Soviet, especially since by a 
1918 decree the Soviet monopolized foreign trade. The 
decree reads: “Transactions for the purchase and 
sale of all products with foreign states ... are 
concluded in the name of the Russian Republic by 
specially empowered representatives.” That means 
that the Soviet Government can, if it chooses, make 
Great Britain the preferred market for its purchases. 
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: NEVER BELIEVED IT. . 

We never did take seriously the story that Mr. 
Hoover had deliberately snubbed *Senator Hiram 
Johnson. We knew it was an inadvertence, and so 
it proved. He is exactly the person whom Mr. Hoov- 
er, a fellow Californian, would not intentionally 
slight.

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ST. LOUIS AND FOREIGN TRADE. 

St. Louis has long been known as a national] manv- 
facturing and jobbing center, and indications are 
accumulating that in years to come it will be a 
world mart as well.

‘By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Nov. %.—The foreign 


policy of France under the Tar- 
dieu Government will be based on 
the organization of world peace at 
the same time guaranteeing French 
security, the new Cabingt an- 
nounces in its ministerial declara- 
tion read before Parliament. today. 

In the grave questions to be de- 
termined, the declaration says, the 
Government pledges itself not to 
conclude any agreement that is not 


subject to free examination and, 
“sovereign ratification” by Parlia- 
ment. < 

The ministry also promises “not 
to submit any measure which can 
in any degree diminish the guar- 
antees of independence, material 
or moral.” es 

At the samé time the Tardieu 
Cabinet serves notice that it “will 
not refuse any accord of a nature 
to alleviate the irritant heritage of 
the past, to reinforce throughout 
the world the bases of peace and 
to develop among the peoples com- 
prehension and confidence.” 

It is upon these premises, con- 
tinues the declaration and “faith- 
ful to the position taken in Geneva 
by all our predecessors in that 
which concerns, naval disarma- 
ment as well as land, that we wil! 
participate in the approaching 
London conference.”

qualified. By ordinary calculation 
it is impossible to find a good 
reason why a shortened working 
period should add to the cost of 
construction. The purpose of the 
five-day week is to relieve unem- 
ployment by affording more jobs 
to workmen whose opportunities 
for steady employment are lessened 
daily by the introduction of labor- 
saving machinery. It is evident 
that where ten men did 440 hours 
work under the 44-hour week, 11 
men are required to do the same 
work in a 40-hour week. As the 
wages are the same, nothing is 
added to the cost, except an in- 
significant sum for insurance for 
one man. The fact that employ- 
ment has been found for an addi- 
tionai workman should more than 
offset this slight addition in cost. 

“It has been said that the over- 
head expenses of the contractor are 
greater under the five-day week, 
and are ultimately reflected in the 
bill received by the building owner. 
If that is true the sensible thing 
is to apply the five-day plan in all 
departments. In truth, the over- 
head goes on whether the con- 
tractor has a job under way or not 
and this expense should not be 
charged against the five-day 
week.” . 

All union building crafts here 
have operated under the five-day 
week plan for more than a year. 
The American Federation of Labor 
in a national campaign is endeuv- 
oring to have the shortened work 
week applied in all industries 
where practical. Employers gen- 
erally have amnounced their oppo-

/ Where they get the concentrated 
dynamic energy to think up, Jet 
alone do, all the things they accom- 
plish is a mystery to my aged car- 
cass. So far as I was concerned

quotation: “Panting time toiled | 
after them.in vain.”’ 

When fatigue is a prominent 
sympton in a child, then it is one 
ef some concern. It is usually as- o 
sociated with malnutrition. 

One type of case is described as 
conforming to “a stock history 
which will fit about nine-tenths of 
these children. The parents are 
usually of iervous temperaments 
and overindulgent or—rarely now- 
adays—despotic. Often both types 
are represented with frequent 
clashes in the child's presence. The 
little patient has never had a good 
appetite, so has been tempted with 
delicacies, usually sweet, in season 
and out of season, but mostly out 
of season (meaning between 
meals).” 

Such a training inevitably results 
in bad nutrition. In schoo! these 
children are either precocious and 
hence are forced away ahead of. , 
their proper grade, to the detri- 
ment of their nervous system, or 
are apparently dull and backward./ * / :
